Synopsis of Bill  
 
House Bill 737, “Fifth Judicial District Methamphetamine Program” appropriates $50,000 from 
the general fund to the Administrative Office of the Courts for the purpose of providing funding 
for a methamphetamine drug education program in the 5th Judicial District. 
 
FISCAL IMPLICATIONS
